Language Fellowships U. S. Commissioner of Education Lawrence G. Derthick has 
Awarded Under NDEA announced that 434 graduate students have been awarded 


Modern Foreign Language Fellowships under the National 
Defense Act. The fellowships are for the 1960-61 academic year. 

Purpose of the Language Fellowships is to increase the number of college teachers 
of foreign languages seldom taught in the U.S. and of persons trained in the languages 
who are needed in other areas of public service. 

The fellows will study at 33 institutions of higher education. Of the 434 awardsy

1,000 Students Win A year-long search for outstanding students has culminated 
Merit Scholarships in the selection of 1,000 seniors from high schools all 


over the country as 1960 Merit Scholars. Of the total, 
830 will share, along with their colleges, in more than $4 million in scholar- 
ship assistance. Another 170 seniors received honorary awards. Funds for the 
Merit Scholarship Awards are being provided by 110 different companies, founda- 
tions, and other groups, and by the National Merit Scholarship Corporation, which 
conducts the annual competition. 

Nearly one-third of the nation's high school senior enrollment entered the 
competition which began a year ago with the National Merit Scholarship Qualifying 
Test, given in 14,500 high schools. The winners achieved extremely high test 
scores and possess a variety of outstanding personal achievements. 

The funds provided with each four-year Merit Scholarship (except the 
Honorary ones, which carry no money) vary according to the need of each individual 
winner, from a minimum of $100 a year to a maximum of $1,500 a year. 


Fewer Rural Youth A third of this year's high school seniors who live on 
to Enter College farms have definite plans to attend college in 1960, com- 


pared with about half of the high school seniors who live 
in cities. This is one of the findings of a special inquiry conducted last fall 
by the Bureau of the Census of the Department of Commerce in cooperation with the 
Agricultural Marketing Service of the Department of Agriculture. 

The advance report, "Educational Status and School Plans of Farm and Non- 
farm Youth: October 1959," is based on a study conducted in October 1959. The 
object was to obtain information on the educational status and plans of U. S. 
farm and nonfarm youth. 

A larger proportion of farm youth of high school and college age (16-24) 
than of a comparable urban group had failed to finish high school, and com- 
paratively fewer farm youth had ever attended college, according to the survey 
findings.

The thirteen colleges and universi- 
sties to be supported in 1960-61 will provide special courses enabling teachers and 
isupervisors to learn about recent significant scientific advances, and to supplement 
their earlier training in science and mathematics.

jotudy Analyzes Growth U. S. colleges and universities increased their scientific or 
lof University Research research and development expenditures 80 percent between 


1954 and 1958, a National Science Foundation study shows. 

Expenditures reflected in the study are those for separately budgeted or "earmarked" 
funds. They increased from $409.7 million in 1954 to $735.8 million in 1958. The study 
shows that in 1958 more than half the total expenditure, $408.3 million, was spent by 
agricultural experiment stations and Federal contract research centers administered by 
educational institutions, while the colleges and universities proper accounted for the 
remaining $327.5 million. The latter were more oriented toward basic rather than tt 
applied research, expending 74 of their funds for this purpose. Experiment stations 
and contract centers, more mission-oriented, reported 35% and 24%, respectively, for 
basic research. 

Expenditures reported for colleges and universities proper -- excluding experiment 
stations and contract centers -- were: life sciences, $139.5 million; physical sciences, 
$98.6 million; engineering, $66.1 million; and social sciences, $23.4 million. 

These statistics were collected by the U. S. Department of Health, Education, and 
Welfare, Office of Education, under contract with the National Science Foundation.
